There is really nothing complicated or hard to understand 
about modulated or vapor heating and there seems to be 
no reason why the average titter should be so unwilling to 
adopt the method. 

It is a well-known fact that water ts not compressible 


but that it expands when heated this expansion 1s used 


in many systems to control or regulate the operation ot 
ic and therefore the prime essential feature of such a sys- 
tem must be the regulator or controller. The operation 
of this regulator, as used with many of the vapor sys 
tems, is controlled by a tloat which rises and talls with 
the expanding or contracting ot the water in the boiler 
or with the rising or backing up ot the water in the 
regulator due to the pressure of the steam upon the su 
face of the water in the boiler. This regulator controls 
the drafts of the boiler and 1s set to close the dratt door

The grocer, merchant or any tradesman cannot afford 
to sell his wares at a price less than cost plus the cost of 
handling without becoming a bankrupt. To make money, 
he has got to sell his wares at a price above cost pli 
cost of handling. This cost of handling 1s what is com 
monly termed “overhead expense.” If he gets cost plus 
the cost of handling, he breaks even, doesn’t make a cent 
His profits come in on what he gets above the overhead 
expense. 

For the purpose of a simple illustration, imagine a 
peanut peddler starting out from his home with his push 
cart at 8 o'clock 1n the morning for the market to buy his 
daily supply of peanuts, for which he pays $2 Cwelve 
o'clock at night he returns home, having sold his day’s 
supply which has brought him $3.50, or $1.50 more than 
the price he paid for them. Has he made money. Let’s 
see! 

His investment in his business consists of his eart. 
which is going to depreciate in value each day, as well 
as the money he has laid out for his wares. Interest 
must therefore be figured on the money invested, as well 
as depreciation of his cart. His own time was also in- 
vested in handling his wares. This too must be taken 
into consideration. These three items therefore consti- 
tute his cost of handling, or in other words, his over- 
head. He was engaged at his work from 8 a. m. to 12 
midnight, 16 hours. Were he a man of no intelligence 
whatever, he would be able to obtain employment as a 
laborer or street cleaner at from $2 to $3 per day for 
10 hours’ work, an average of 25c an hour. On the basis

Dr. FE. Vernon Hill, chief of the Ventilating [Division 
of the Health Department of Chicago, delivered an illus- 
trated lecture on ventilation and the work of his depart- 
ment, on Tuesday evening, December 21st, at the rooms 
of the Hardware Club, the members of which were in 
attendance. The doctor said: “We have learned to take 
fairly good care of ourselves so far as what we eat and 
drink and so far as physical cleanliness are concerned, but 
when it comes to make certain that the air we breathe 
in our homes, shops, offices, street cars, theaters and 
other indoor places, is reasonably clean and free from 
disease-bearing germs, we have not made much progress 
within the past few years. Since 1910, however, there 
has been a very noticeable improvement, and today we 
are in a position to determine definitely just what is the 
matter with the air we breathe; whether it is too full ot 
dust to be healthful; whether it has enough humidity to 
feel comfortable; whether it moves at a proper velocity 
to really provide ventilation, etc. And better than that— 
we are able to determine the kind of apparatus and the 
manner of installation that will prove most efficient for 
a given condition and place.” 

Some interesting statistics concerning ventilation and 
its influence upon the death rate, is shown in a recent 
bulletin by the Health which we 


quote here in part: 


issued Department, 

“It is evident from a study of the pneumonia death rate 
in Chicago for the years 1913, 1914 and 1915 that the 
fresh air propaganda is bearing fruit. 

“In support of its preaching and teachings as to the 
health giving value of fresh air, the Department of Health 
has incessantly proclaimed the fact that pneumonia Is a 
dirty air disease. That it 1s a disease that claims its larg- 
est toll of human lives during those months when people 
spend most of their time in over-heated and badly venti- 
lated living and sleeping rooms. Indeed, a convincing 
argument as to the importance of fresh air as a factor in 
bodily health and vigor is found in the pneumonia deaths 
by months for any year that may be selected. 

“For example, take the year 1914—let us note the pneu- 
monia deaths by months. Here they are: January, 530; 
March, 669; April, 557; May, 407. Now, 


notice how deaths decline during the open air season. Ot 


February, 595;

were largely those due to living conditions that prevailed 
during the preceding month; June, 195; July, 123; August,

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Nashville and Vicinity. 

The holiday season has had its usual effect on the 
plumbing trade in this vicinity, there being tew new jobs 
announced. Contractors in all branches are looking tor- 
ward to the first of the vear to bring out some announce- 
ments of large construction, but in the meantime the 
thoughts oft prospective huilders were diverted to other 
interests. There has been a heavy business in repair 
work and remodeling despite the fact that there have 
been few cold days. In Tennessee real winter does not 
arrive, generally, until January. 


One of the features of the annual meeting ot the En- 
eineering Association of the South, held at Nashville on 
December 18, was an address by James ©. Cameron, who 
is conducting an audit and efficiency survey of the city’s 
affairs. Mr. Cameron discussed the sewerage situation in 


Nashville and said that there is a pressing demand fot 


the construction of more sewers. He declared that in 
some sections that were without sewer connection, there 
was a disease rate of sixty per thousand and that un 
less more sewers are constructed immediately the 
will continue to be in dat 
cost more in suppressing than the construction ot add: 
tional sewers One ot the detects otf the present « 
is that the city commission can issue bonds tor. trunk 
sewers, but is powerless to pass a bond issue for thr 
construction of laterals, which are equally as important 
\ir. Cameron 1s now preparing a report to be presented to 
the commission on health conditions in Nashville, in 
which he will further discuss the need of sewers H{is 
investigations, together with the recent announcement 
of the relation of pellagra outbreaks to lack of sewers, art 
expected to have a big effect, and in spite of the lack 
of tunds, some plan will probably be devised for pro 
viding proper sanitary facilities. 

The annual election of officers of the Nashville Build 
ers’ xchange took place on December 14. W. H. Gre- 
war, of the David Grewar Co., was re-elected to thi 
Board of Directors to represent Class C, consisting of 
the plumbing, gasfitting, steamfittinge and electrical con 


tractors. Mr. Grewar conducts the plumbing end of his 


Company. He has been a director in the exchange for 
several years and is very popular among local contra 

tors. He was appointed a member of the committee 
which 1s revising the building code of the city Several 


changes will be made, it 1s expected, in the provision of 
hot-air heating but none in the steam or hot-water heat- 
ing regulations, although several changes were considered 
along these lines. The Builders’ Exchange is now in a 
prosperous condition and is doing some excellent work 
among the contractors. One of the conveniences ar- 
ranged by Secretary Lee Parrish is a weekly bulletin of 
construction work, in which all new work 1s described 
and by which contractors are kept informed of plans in 
progress, plans on file at headquarters, announcements of 
dates of letting and winners of important contracts. 

A matter of much interest to local dealers and con 
tractors is the fight being made to prevent the railroads 
entering Nashville from changing their classification ot 
freight rates from the East from the official to the South 
ern classification, meaning a considerable increase. in 
rates. The rate on fixtures from New York and Boston
